Condylar guidance is determined by the 
anatomy of the glenoid fossa and not 
affected by teeth arrangement

(broken line). This element is dependent upon 
the anatomy of the glenoid fossa. 


Fig 13-48 Inclination of the incisal guidance 
(broken line). This element is determined by the 
relationship of the mandibular anterior teeth to 
the lingual surfaces of the maxillary anterior 
teeth. This angle is measured relative to the 
horizontal plane. 



Fig 13-47 Prominence of the compensating 
curve (broken line). This is the relative curva- 
ture of the occlusal plane in an anteroposterior 
direction. 


Fig 13-46 Inclination of the plane of orientation 
(broken line). This plane passes through the tips 
of the mandibular central incisors anteriorly 
and the mesiobuccal cusps of the mandibular
